REMARKS 

The Examiner required restriction between Group I, claims 11, 32, 33, and 45, 
drawn to compounds, compositions and methods of use of compounds of Formula I; Group 
II, claim 12, drawn to a process of preparing compounds of Formula I; Group III, claims 13 
and 14, drawn to a second process of preparing compounds of Formula I; Group IV, claims 
15-22, drawn to a process of preparing intermediate compound compounds; Group V, claims 
23-30, drawn to a second process of preparing intermediate compoxmd compoimds; Group 
VI, claims 31 and 44, drawn to oxazolidine derivatives and the process of making thereof; 
Group VII, claims 34 and 35, drawn to a product recited in claims 34 and 35; Group VIII, 
claims 36 and 37, drawn to a product recited in claims 36 and 37; Group IX, claims 38 and 
39, drawn to a product recited in claims 38 and 39; Group X, claims 40 and 41, drawn to a 
product recited in claims 40 and 41; and Group XI, claims 42 and 43, drawn to a product 
recited in claims 42 and 43. 

Applicant respectfully elects the claims of Group I, claims 1 1, 32, 33, and 45, 

with traverse. 

The Examiner has restricted the claims under the provisions of PCT Rule 13. 
Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner's interpretation of PCT Rule 13.
